On the night of the 16th/ 17th January, 1978, dacoits armed 
with axes, sticks and fire-arms, attacked the house of of Shri 
R. R. Sharma situated under the jurisdiction of Janakpurf 
Police Station. Hearing of the suffle and shouts for help from 
the family of Shn Sharma, Constable Mnnshi Ram, who was 
living in the neighbourhood, came to challenge the dacoits with 
a stick. The dacoits opened fire in the air to scare away the 
crowd. Yet Shri Munshi Ram tried to enter Shri Sharma’s 
house. On entering the house, he was relieved of his stick. 
Undeterred by the number of dacoits, he again went to his 
house to collect another stick and challenged the dacoits. He 
was warned by the crowd not to enter the house as the despe- 
radoes were armed and might open fire, Without caring for 
bis safety. Constable Munshi Ram advanced towards' the 
dacoits who fired at him and hit him in the abdomen. He 
fell down on the spot and succumbed to his injuries on way 
to the hospital. 

Even though Constable Munshi Rum was posted on traffic 
police duty, he took upon himself the responsibility of pro- 
tecting his neighbours and risked and actually paid for with 
hi? life in an effort to capture the dacoits.

On the 19th July, 1978, Shri Thoidingjam Chhandabihari 
Singh, Superintendent of Police, Manipur Central District 
received information that four unknown miscreants had killed 
a bus escort party of Manipur Rifles between Moreh and 
Wangjing Bazar and that the culprits had snatched away one 
stengun and two rifles with, some ammunitions and also drove 
away the bus. Shri Thoidingjam Chhandabihari Singh imme- 
diately collected the available police force and rushed to the 
place of the incident. On the way, he learnt that the culprits 
had been seen in a nearby village. On reaching the village, 
Shri Thoidingjam Chhandabihari Singh found that Shri Md. 
Majid, Head Constable had followed the culprits and had 
kept them engaged by exchanging fire till the arrival of the 
police party, Shri Singh with the help of some villagers 
blocked the miscreants escape routes and raided their hide-out 
with the help of personnel of the Manipur Rifles. The mis- 
creants then took to their heels. One of the miscreants was, 
however, apprehended and some arms and ammunition were 
recovered. It was also learnt that the culprits were the same mis- 
creants who had earlier killed a Sub Inspector of Police and 
a Constable of the Manipur Rifles on 17th July, 1978 and hud 
fired upon the Manipur Rifles Jamadar on 29th June, 1978. 

In this encounter, Shri Md. Majid, Head Constable exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty and faced the 
criminals single handedly.

(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/- ns

(f) The Commission shall pay evejy year a fee in respect 
of the licence calculated at the follow ing rates for each square 
kilometre or party thereof covered by the licence. 

(i) Rs. 4/- for the first year of the licence;

(lit) Rs. 100/- for the third year of the licence 

(iv) Rs. 200/- for the fourth year of the licence; 

(v) Rs. 300/- for the first and second year of renewal. 

(g) The Commission shall be at liberty to determine the 
relinquishing of any part of the area covered by the explora- 
tion licence by giving not) less than two month’s notice in writ- 
ing to the Central Government as required by sub-rule (3) of 
rule 11 of the Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959.
